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Applicant's arguments filed November 22, 2006 have been fully considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant's proposed amendments have not been entered because 
they would raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. 
Specifically, the entry of the limitations of claim 24 into the independent claim creates 
embodiments that have not previously been considered. Specifically, the embodiments 
of claims 25 and 26 have not been considered wherein the film has a thickness of 2- 
5mils. Furthermore, the proposed amendment would not place the application in better 
form for appeal by materially reducing the issues on appeal. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the newly added limitations patentably 
distinguishing the claimed invention from the prior art are moot in view of the non-entry 
of the proposed amendment. 

Applicant further argues the prior art fails to met the limitation that the pigment is 
included in amounts such that "There is no essentially no transmittance of light of near 
infrared wavelength." Said argument is not persuasive for the reasons noted in the final 
rejection.
